Several large payments were made 
to Captain von Papen by Count von 
Bernstor®.

Embassy officials especially disclaim- 
ed any knowledge of the reported pay- 
ment of $700 to Werner Horn, connected 
with the attempted destruction of a 
Camadian Pacific bridge. They pointed 
out that all German officials in this 
country had repeatedly disclaimed any 
connection with the man and declared 
that such a payment, if made, would 
hardly have been by a check. They 
further disclaimed any knowledge of 
the explosion referred to as having 
occurred in Seattle, or of Kupferle, -the 
Brooklyn man who, several months 
ago, was caught with an American 
passport and while on trial as a spy 
committed suicide in the Tower of 
London. 

Caused Deepest Interest. 

The development aroused the deep- 
est interest everywhere in official 
Washington, coming as the sequel to 
the withdrawal of Von Papen and his 
colleague, Captain Boy-Ed, the German 
naval attache, at the request of the 
United States. When the recall of the 
two men was asked the German foreign 
office was inclined to seek a bill of 
particulars and Count von Bernstorff 
notified Secretary Lansing that Ger- 
many would be, inclined to contest if 
the United States based its request for 
the withdrawal on developments in the 
recent trial of the Hamburg- American 
Steamship line officials in New Tork 
for conspiracy in connection with clear- 
ance of ships with supplies for German 
commerce raiders. 

Secretary Lansing. told the ambas- 
sador that the request for withdrawal 
of the officers was based solely on 
their military and naval activities. and 
that the United States was disposed to 
stand on its diplomatic prerogative of 
expressing its view that any official 
attached to an embassy was persona 
non grata.

TOO LATE--AGAIN! 


With the passage of Montenegro, the 
little mountain kingdom of the Balkans, 
under Teutonic control, there develops an- 
other of those remarkable tncidents which, 
in long series, have written upon the stand- 
ard and subscribed to the policy of the 
Allies engaged in war with Germany and 
Austria, the significant words—too late! 

As small as it is, the importance of Teu- 
tonic capture of Montenegro cannot be over- 
estimated. Should Italy succeed in driving 
Austria out of Trieste, which she has not 
been able to do in eight months of fighting, 
there still remains Montenegro, bordering 
the Adriatic coast and affording direct ac- 
cess to the sea. 

Teutonic capture of Montenegro again 
stresses a remarkable psychological phase 


of the European war—the ‘excitement of 
the entente allles more in the face of al 


defeat than in preparing: to ert iti. 
Italy id stirred as she has not been 
} stirred since her entrance into the war, over 
the loss of Montenegro, when, if she had 
developed endugh excitement upon the long- 
time advance notice she had of the coming 


attack, to have gone in and circumvented it, 


the situation might have been saved. 

King Nicholas. of Montenegro is the 
father of Queen Margharita of Italy. If for 
no other cause it was natural to expect 
Italian sympathy and Italian ald. But aside 
from that, as The London Times points out, 
Italy’s interests in Montenegro are as im- 
portant as England's in the opening of the 
Dardanelles, and the prospective annihila- 
tion of that country will have far-reaching 
maritime consequences in the Adriatic and 
the eastern Mediterranean. 

For the present, however, the distant ob- 
server will look upon it as another instance 
of the well-developed Allied policy of dally- 
ing. Disorganization and inefficiency have 
marked the Allied campaigns at every 
point, while the Teutons, well prepared and 
solidly organized, push stubbornly, deter- 
minedly and unerringly toward the desired 
goal. 
It is a case everywhere of “Too Late!” 
Too late in saving Belgium; too late in aid- 
ing France; too late with troops at the 
Dardanelles; too late to save Serbia; too 
late in Montenegro; too late every where. 

There is plenty of enthusiasm after Ger- 
many gets there and wins. The Allies want 
to pitch in right then and win it back; but 
it is easier to hold than it is to take away. 

It is inconceivable that such nations as 
England and Italy should tolerate or permit 
policy which, if it is continued, means

The fourth is a letter from Dr. Al- 
bert. It follows in part: 

“San Francisco, (no date.) 

“Dear Herr von Papen: 

“Well then how 1 wish I were in 
New York and could discuss the situa- 
tion with you and be (7) many thanks 
for the telegram, but my hope is small, 
For this time I suppose matters will 
move more quickly than in the Dumba 
case. I wonder whether our govern- 
ment will respond in suitable manner, 
The ‘patron’ also telegraphed that I 
was to continue my journey. So we 
shall not see each other for the pres- 
ent. In my opinion it need no

I should be very 
thankful to you if you would then 
support the question of monetary ad- 
vance, which you know of, although 1 
know that I was mistaken in my opin- 
ion that I acted as your representative 
and actording to your wishes.’ 

The remainder of the Albert letter 
consisted of news about his wife and 
other private affairs of no public. in- 
terest. 

The correspondence seized from Cap- 
tain von Papen and turned over to the 
American embassy consisted of copies 
of letters and a summary of bank books 
and stubs. Later, Washington will be 
supplied with photographic copies.

CONSUL MUELLER 
EXPLAINS PAYMENTS. 

Dr. Wilhelm. Mueller, former German 
consul at Seattle, and now consul. in 
Atlanta, stated that he had received 
money from time to time from the 
German embassy at Washington, “and 
possibly from Von Papen,” but declar- 
ed that such 8 was used for en- 
abling German subjects to go from 
Seattle to New Yark “on the chance 
that they might return to G. 
The consul’s statement was made when 
he was shown London dispatches say-

The name wk. von Mysenbug is not 
in the cons ‘records.

Meysenbug, former consul at New Or- 
leans, is at present engaged in the 
cotton business in that city. 

The writer of the second letter— 
Dr. F. W. Meyer—is not mentioned in 
available records. 

General Friedrich A. J. von Bern- 
hardi until last September was com- 
mander of the Fiftieth German army 
corps.
